dangerous pest, which is a t t a c k i n g cit­ 


rus and other trees in t h a t district. Be­ 


cause of t h e well-grounded 
fear 
that 


the pest would reach Florida, the cam­ 


paign to combat it has begun in Cuba. 


This letter was loaned to representa­ 
tives of the California F r u i t 
G r o w e r s ' 
Exchange, and w a s read before a meet- 
i n " of the directors 
on 
Wednesday, 
March 20. I t was considered of such 
importance that a copy of the parts re­ 
lating to t h e control of seaie-pests was 
ordered sent to t h e California s t a t e hor­ 
ticultural commission. 
Growers in this 
state will be interested in the following 
excerpts: 


" D u r i n g the last seven years a very

"OVER THE TOP" 


Over Fifteen Hundred Dollars Collect­ 
ed and Subscribed toy People of City 
and Valley-—Chairman Speaks Fer­ 
vently of "New Pride in Valley's 
Generosity." 


EASTER CELEBRATION IN 


HOLY TRINITY CHURCH 


A systematic campaign for funds for 
the Armenian and Syrian relief, carried 
on under the chairmanship of Rev. C. 
A. Foreman of the Presbyterian church 
and participated in by the entire com­ 
munity, has resulted in the splendid re­ 
port, of $1577.94, including cash given 
and pledges to be paid "Between the 
present and the first of Jul}-. 


This work was carried on in a com­ 
paratively quiet way, with several of 
the ministers of the city working per­ 
sonally from house to house, and with 
prominent citizens doing the same. The 
money was obtained from people of 
every walk of life, and from children, 
big and little, as well as grown-ups. 
The Covina schools pledged the support 
of three orphan Armenians, amounting 
to $12 per -month. There were liberal 
donations from the faculty of the Co­ 
vins high school. 


This money collected and pledged is 
entirely aside from t; e $300 or more 
that was given or pledged last October 
when Dr. McNaughton made his first 
visit here. The amount was made pos­ 
sible through a 
corps 
of 
volunteer 
workers who did the soliciting, there 
being so many that it is impracticable 
to mention their names, as it is also im­ 
practicable to give a list of the donors. 
That the national committee will ex­ 
press a warm vote of thanks for this 
generosity is an assured fact. The com­ 
mittee assigned a money quota to Co­ 
vina city and valley of about $1200. 


The money and pledges will be for­ 
warded to Charles H. Barker of Los 
Angeles, treasurer for this district, and 
it will be in turn forwarded to the 
treasurer 
of /the general 
committee, 
Cleveland II. Dodge, of New York. Mr. 
Dodge is a millionaire copper man, who 
has personally taken up this tremen­ 
dous work of alleviating the suffering 
among the people so tragically decimat­ 
ed by the Turks. Mr. Dodge is himself 
giving $5000 per month to the cause. 


Because of the splendid success, Rev. 
Foremnn, as chairman, made a state­ 
ment this week, as follows: 


" I t has been a real pleasure to lead 
5n this drive for the Armenian relief, 
because of the group of splendid work­ 
ers, men and women, who mndo its suc­ 
cess possible, and because of the cheer­ 
ful and generous way in which tho cit­ 
izens of the city and valley responded. 


"This fine sum of money has been 
secured without any undue pressure. 
Everyone knew 
of 
the indescribable 
need and suffering of these oppressed 
•Christians of western Asia, and wo 
found scores of people glad of the op­ 
portunity to help. 


"The gifts were many, and consist­ 
ed of the pennies of the school chil­ 
dren, up to several fifty dollar gifts. 
However, most of 
the 
subscriptions 
were of comparatively smnll amounts. 
One cannot go through a drive of this 
sort without taking a new pride in his 
community, and in the broad, generous 
•type of folks making up the citizen­ 
ship of the city and valley. 


"Wo will all have a better 
con­ 
science, 
nd eat our own bread with 
gladness, since we have done more than 
was expected of us in behalf of these 
starving people. 


"One thing at a time—this out of 
the way, let us now gird ourselves for 
•tho Liberty Loan drive, and experience 
the joy of seeing Covina go over the 
top again."

ams family is now residing. 


Mr. Adams, it was learned here yes­ 
terday, has deeded forty acres of the 
Double-Header ranch in Turkey Creek 
canyon, near Morrison, Colo., to an or­ 
ganization which has incorporated for 
the purpose of building the recupera­ 
tion camp. Although. Mr. Adams is the 
father of this idea and has donated the 
beautiful spot on which the new struc­ 
ture is to be built, it is his purpose to 
give every railroad employee in the 
country an opportunity to contribute 
some mite toward • building 
the 
big 
camp. The First National Bank of Den­ 
ver will act as treasurer of the associa­ 
tion, and all funds contributed may -be 
sent to that institution. 


There aro already hundreds of Amer­ 
ican railroad mon in tho trenches and

" N o 
Man's 
Land," and there 
are 
about 80,000 railroad men in the Amer­ 
ican cantonments today. After tho war 
is over there is no question that a homo 
will be needed for the railroad men 
who fall ill while in America and by 
those, who are injured by gas and shell 
while fighting across the sea, and it 
was Mr. Adams's sympathy for this 
special class of workers and patriots 
that inspired him to make the gift. 


The Double-Header ranch, on which 
the recuperation camp is to be located, 
comprises 160 acres of pine, spruce and 
Cottonwood timber, and is said to be 
one of the most scenicnlly beautiful 
spots in Colorado.

The cooking class under the auspices 
of Miss Roxana Elliott of the high 
school faculty, is creating great interest 
among the housewives in the use of 
substitute flotfrs and grains and the use 
of other war-savings products.
